Newsweek goes digital 



Instituto Medico San Nicolas (IMSAN) 
expanding their medical services 



SAN NICOLAS - The work 
of expansion and innovation at 
the IMSAN center (medical 
center in San Nicolas) is in full 
swing. Director of IMSAN, Dr. 
Joe Rajnherc, has announced 
that they are offering several 
services to the San Nicolas and 
surrounding areas. Lately, 
when it gets very busy at the 
Emergency Care at the Hospi¬ 
tal, many people head to San 
Nicolas for the emergency help 
they need. People have been 
coming from as far as Noord to 
the IMSAN Emergency Care, 
which, reportedly, is function¬ 
ing admirably and people don’t 
need to wait long. 

According to Dr. Rajnherc, 
they are currently focusing on 
the policlinic care where they 
are offering various services 
by specialists. They even have 
a primary care physician in 
service. They have a simple ra¬ 
diology service. Radiology 
photos are digital, which are 
sent to the US with results 
coming back in 30 minutes. 

There is a laboratory which 
functions from Monday to Fri¬ 
day, with plans to expand this 
service to 24/7 with a fully 
equipped staff. One of the big 
plans for IMSAN is to soon 
have a full fledged oncology 
department for the treatment of 
cancer. Patients are being sent 
abroad for radiotherapy, but 


soon Aruba will have her own 
cancer unit. Soon people from 
abroad will be coming here for 
certain services when we am¬ 
plify our services, according to 
Rajnherc. 

IMSAN will have a full 
fledged oncology unit, offering 
chemotherapy as well as cer¬ 
tain surgeries. Plans are to take 
over the La Posada Dialysis 
clinic. This is expected to take 
place during the first months of 
next year. The Diabetic service 
will be amplified. There will 
be two centers, the one at Wa- 
yaca and one at IMSAN. Both 
will be fully staffed and 
equipped with 2 teams to help 
our diabetic patients. 

One other major change for 


IMSAN will be the expansion 
of the Emergency Care (Eerste 
Hulp). This will be trans¬ 
formed into an urgency care 
center, such as the model of 
Baptist Hospital in South Flo¬ 
rida. This will enable IMSAN 
to assist many more patients in 
cooperation with our main 
hospital. It will reduce the 
number of people going to the 
hospital emergency care unit. 
Future plans also call for a 
daily surgical care unit which 
could be ready in 2 to 3 years. 
The government and the lea¬ 
dership at IMSAN are anxious 
to see their plans realized as 
envisioned. All in all, these 
plans are for the benefit and 
well fare of our people.

ORANJESTAD - As of the 
current school year, 2012/ 
2013, the Servicio Mediateca 
Escolar (SME) of the Na¬ 
tional Library has amplified 
their book lending services. 
Three times a week it is pos¬ 
sible to visit the department 
in the evening at the main 
building in Oranjestad. The 
evenings for visiting are, 
Mondays, Wednesdays and 
Fridays when the service will 
be available until 8:00 pm. 

The Servicio Mediateca 
Escolar of the National Li¬ 
brary is a special library serv¬ 
ice for schools, teachers, 
students of IPA, and other ed¬ 
ucational institutions. In ad¬ 
dition to the book lending 
services the SME department 
offers support for opening a 
school library for schools de¬ 
siring this. Users of the SME 
service can make use of dif¬ 
ferent book collections. For 
example: 

• Wisselcollectie: this 
is a collection of maximum 
10 books that can be bor¬ 
rowed for a maximum of 3 
weeks. The collection may be 
story books and information 
books. 

• Theme collection: 

this collection is specifically 
on a theme, for example, 
“My Body,” “Flowers,” etc. 
This collection may be bor¬ 
rowed for one month but 
must be requested at least one 


week in advance. Requests 
can be made by telephone or 
email. The collection may be 
story or information books. 

• Class collection: 
this is a collection to be used 
in a class and can be bor¬ 
rowed for 3 months. Teachers 
will choose the book for this 
collection. The size of the 
collection will depend on the 
size of the class. 

• School Library col¬ 
lection: depending on the 
size of the school they can re¬ 
ceive a collection that can be 
exchanged every 2 school 
years. 

To make use of the Servi¬ 
cio Mediateca Escolar, one 
must simply go to the office 
and register as a member. 
Membership is completely 
free. Call the National Li¬ 
brary to inquire about their 
office hours. 

The Bibliobus is also one 
of the services of the SME. 
The two busses that visit the 
primary schools are named 
‘Shon Shoco,’ and ‘Compa 
Nanzi.’ These two busses 
visit 11 schools in all. When 
one of these busses arrives at 
a school, it drives onto the 
school premises and children 
can get on the bus and select 
the book they want to read.

NY mayor Bloomberg to 
spend millions on candidates

US offers $12 mn for Iran-based 
Al-Qaeda financiers 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Mayor 
Michael Bloomberg is reaching 
into his very, very deep pockets 
to spend millions in the elec¬ 
tion home stretch on candidates 
— Republican and Democrat, 
alike - he feels will do the US 
good. 

Bloomberg, whose personal 
wealth is estimated at $25 bil¬ 
lion, said he will pony up at 
least $10 million on candidates 
in tight election races and to 
promote his views in referen- 
dums on three subjects he 
holds dear: stricter gun control 
laws, same-sex marriage and 
improved education. 

"Over the next three weeks, 
the Mayor will be making an 
eight figure independent 
spending campaign that will 
support moderates on both 
sides of the aisle as well as in¬ 
dependents who have shown a 
willingness to work in a bi-par¬ 
tisan fashion," said the state¬ 
ment on his website. 

The New York City mayor 
said it was important for Ame¬ 
ricans to elect officials in 
Washington, in his state's ca¬ 
pital, Albany, and around the 
country "who are willing to 


work across party lines to 
achieve real results." 

Bloomberg, 70, now a polit¬ 
ical independent, was a Demo¬ 
crat before running for mayor 
as a Republican in 2001. He 
left the Republican party in 
2007 and was re-elected for his 
third term as an independent. 

Bloomberg founded the fi¬ 
nancial news agency that bears 
his name and is the lOth-richest 
person in the United States. He 
is scheduled to leave office 
next year. 

The mayor does not shy 
from controversial moves, such 
as his recent decision to fight 
obesity by limiting the size of 
individual soft drink portions 
sold in restaurants. 

And the man does not 
mince his words. He has been 
highly critical of the tone of the 
current US presidential cam¬ 
paign. 

On Wednesday he de¬ 
scribed as "gibberish" Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama and 
Republican rival Mitt Rom¬ 
ney's responses, at their second 
debate earlier this week, to a 
question on banning assault 
weapons. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States yesterday posted 
a reward of up to $12 million 
for help in tracking down two 
Iran-based Al-Qaeda financial 
backers, accused of funneling 
money to extremists in Syria. 

The State Department 
named the men as Muhsin al- 
Fadhli and his deputy Adel 
Radi Saqr al-Wahabi al-Harbi, 
saying both "facilitate the 
movement of funds and opera¬ 
tives through Iran on behalf of 
the Al-Qaeda terrorist net¬ 
work." 

"Al-Qaeda elements in Iran, 
led by Fadhli, are working to 
move fighters and money 
through Turkey to support Al- 
Qaeda-affiliated elements in 
Syria," the department said in 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Newsweek announced yester¬ 
day it would end an 80-year run 
as a print magazine, taking the 
venerable publication all-digital 
in another sign of the woes of 
an industry struggling in the In¬ 
ternet age. 

Tina Brown, editor-in-chief 
and founder of the online 
Newsweek Daily Beast Com¬ 
pany, said the change means the 
magazine will "embrace the all- 
digital future ... We are transi¬ 
tioning Newsweek, not saying 
goodbye to it." 

Like other US magazines 
and newspapers, Newsweek 
has been grappling with a steep 
drop in print advertising re¬ 
venue, steadily declining circu¬ 
lation and the migration of 
readers to free news online. 

Circulation has fallen from 
more than four million a decade 
ago to around 1.5 million last 
year, and losses were mounting. 

The last print edition in the 
United States will be the De¬ 
cember 31 issue. Brown's note 
did not mentioning Newseek's 
international editions, except to 
say the new digital version 
would be a single, worldwide 
product. 

Newsweek, which had a 
fierce decades-long rivalry with 
fellow American coffee-table

"Fadhli also is leveraging 
his extensive network of 
Kuwaiti jihadist donors to send 
money to Syria via Turkey." 

Fadhli, 31, was among the 
few Al-Qaeda leaders who was 
given advance notice that the 
group planned to strike the 
United States on September 1, 
2001. 

He is also alleged to have 
raised money to fund the Octo¬ 
ber 2002 attack on the French 
ship MV Limburg off the coast 
of Yemen in which one person 
was killed, and four crew 
members injured. 

"Fadhli reportedly has re¬ 
placed Ezedin Abdel Aziz 
Khalil (better known as Yasin 
al-Suri) as Al-Qaeda's senior 


staple Time magazine, has in 
recent times been losing money 
steadily and struggling with the 
transition to online journalism. 

Brown acknowledged the 
change will mean layoffs "both 
here in the United States and in¬ 
ternationally." 


facilitator and financier in 
Iran," the statement said, offer¬ 
ing up to $7 million for infor¬ 
mation on his location. 

Fadhli is on Saudi Arabia's 
most wanted list after a series 
of Al-Qaeda attacks in the Gulf 
kingdom. 

Harbi, 25, a Saudi national, 
was put on the Saudi list in 
2011 charged with traveling to 
Afghanistan to join Al-Qaeda 
and providing Internet support 
to the group. The US is offer¬ 
ing up to $5 million for his ar¬ 
rest. 

The Treasury Department 
also slapped sanctions on 
Harbi, banning US nationals 
and companies from carrying 
out any transactions with him. 

"Today's action, which 
builds on our action from July 
2011, further exposes Al- 
Qaeda's critically important 
Iran-based funding and facili¬ 
tation network," said David 
Cohen, under secretary for ter¬ 
rorism and financial intelli¬ 
gence. 

"We will continue targeting 
this crucial source of Al- 
Qaeda's funding and support, 
as well as highlight Iran's on¬ 
going complicity in this net¬ 
work's operation," he said.

Colombian government, 
FARC launch peace talks 


OSLO (AFP) - Colombia's 
government and leftist FARC 
rebels yesterday formally 
launched peace talks in Norway 
aimed at ending nearly five 
decades of a conflict that has 
claimed hundreds of thousands 
of lives. Norway, followed by 
Cuba, is hosting the first direct 
talks between the two sides in 
10 years. 

The Colombian government 
and the rebels officially began 
the negotiations in a hotel in 
Hurdal, a small town north of 
Oslo, with the heads of the del¬ 
egations, Humberto de la Calle 
for Bogota and Ivan Marquez 
for the rebels, appearing on the 
same podium but without shak¬ 
ing hands. 

De la Calle meanwhile ex¬ 
pressed "moderate optimism" 
about reaching a peace deal 
after three earlier failed at¬ 
tempts. 

"We hope that there will be 
good results for the Colombian 
people. This is a moment of 
hope," he said, noting there 
were "substantial differences to 
peace processes in the past." 

He cited social changes in 
Colombia, less poverty, and the 
fact that Bogota has this time 
ruled out a ceasefire with rebels 
until a final peace agreement is 
in place. 

"There will be no halting of 
military operations," de la Calle 
reiterated, urging FARC to 
"fight for their ideals but within 


the democratic framework." 

The Norway round of talks 
was aimed at hashing out tech¬ 
nical details and logistics for 
the peace process's five-point 
plan. 

The two sides will hold 
preparatory meetings in Cuba 
from November 5 and the talks 
will resume in earnest on the 
Caribbean island on November 
15, they said yesterday. That is 
when in-depth negotiations will 
start with the thorny issue of 
rural development. 

Colombia has wide income 
disparities, with much of the 
country's rural areas lacking 
basic services and infrastruc¬ 
ture. 

The Cuba round of talks will 
also address the issue of land 
distribution. Colombia's coun¬ 
tryside is full of large plots 
mostly owned by the wealthy 
and little land is available to 
small farmers who want their 
own plots. 

Land reform was at the heart 
of a peasant uprising in the 
1960s that saw the formation of 
FARC, and access to farmland 
remains an important issue in a 
country where half the popula¬ 
tion lives in poverty. 

The four other main points 
on the peace agenda are: the 
rebels' future role in political 
life, a definitive end to hostili¬ 
ties, fighting the illegal drug 
trade and the situation of vic¬ 
tims.

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Lawyers release 'perversion* files on 
US scout abuse 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
Thousands of pages of "per¬ 
version files" detailing decades 
of child abuse by US Scout 
leaders were posted online yes¬ 
terday, with victims' lawyers 
saying the youth movement 
still had lessons to learn. 

The previously confidential 
files, officially called the "Boy 
Scouts Ineligible Volunteer 
Files," reveal details of alleged 
abuses by more than 1,200 
scout leaders and other adults 
between 1965-1985. They 
were released as part of an 
order this year by the Oregon 
Supreme Court. 

"What these files represent 
is ... the pain and the anguish 
of thousands" of scouts, said 
lawyer Paul Mones, while pre¬ 
senting details of the files at a 
press conference in the north¬ 
western US state. 

On average each abuser 
typically molested between 
five and 25 scouts, so the num¬ 


ber of victims is likely even 
higher than recounted in the 
files. 

"We know the numbers are 
in the thousands, and most of 
these people will never ever 
ever come out" to speak pub¬ 
licly, Mones said. 

Responding to the release, 
Boy Scouts of America na¬ 
tional leader Wayne Perry reit¬ 
erated an apology to the 
victims. 

"There have been instances 
where people misused their 
positions ... to abuse children, 
and in certain cases, our re¬ 
sponse to these incidents and 
our efforts to protect youth 
were plainly insufficient, inap¬ 
propriate or wrong," he said. 

"Where those involved in 
Scouting failed to protect, or 
worse, inflicted harm on chil¬ 
dren, we extend our deepest 
and sincere apologies to vic¬ 
tims and their families," he 
said. 


In a statement on its web¬ 
site, the organization also said 
it has improved its procedures 
to ensure safety, including now 
requiring background checks 
and training programs of its 
leaders. 

But Mones said the organi¬ 
zation has not done enough. 

The Boy Scouts of America 
have "made some improve¬ 
ments, but we think there's 
more still to be done," said the 
lawyer. 

"What we want as the take¬ 
away from this is that organi¬ 
zations understand how 
pedophiles operate (and) how 
child molesters infiltrate youth 
organizations," he added. 

Although the US scouting 
organization, which counts 
nearly four million adult and 
youth members, has long 
sought to keep the files out of 
public view, it could face a 
damning wave of lawsuits and 
bad publicity.

Obesity surgery is good for the heart: 
research 


Egypt teacher cuts girls' hair 
for not wearing veil 
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PARIS (AFP) - Bariatric sur¬ 
gery to help the obese shed 
weight also reduces risks of 
cardiovascular disease, ac¬ 
cording to a review published 
in the specialist journal Heart. 

Restrictive bands on the 
stomach or surgery to bypass 
part of the digestive tract are 
sometimes used to help mor¬ 
bidly obese patients lose 
weight when drugs or changes 
in diet and exercise fail. 

Researchers at the Cleve¬ 
land Clinic in Cleveland, 
Ohio, carried out a database 
trawl to pick out 73 previous 
studies, covering nearly 
20,000 people, that detailed 
weight and other health issues 
before and after bariatric sur¬ 
gery. 

Three-quarters of the pa¬ 
tients were women, whose av¬ 
erage age was 41. 

After the operation, partici¬ 
pants lost on average 54 per¬ 


cent of the excess weight they 
were carrying, a tally that 
ranged from 16 to 87 percent. 

High blood pressure im¬ 
proved in 63 percent of pa¬ 
tients, diabetes in 73 percent 
and blood cholesterol in 65 
percent of them. 

A further 18 studies, cover¬ 
ing 713 other people, found 
that surgery led to improve¬ 
ments in the heart function, 
such as its ability to pump out 
and refill with blood. 

The review was not without 
limitations, the authors said. 

The studies did not look at 
the same operative techniques 
or share the same criteria for 
measuring improvements. 
There were also blanks in ’’fol¬ 
lowup,” or monitoring patients 
for a long time after their op¬ 
eration. 

Even so, the picture is 
strong enough to say that 
bariatric surgery has gone "be¬ 


yond the realms of a cosmetic 
procedure” and to a potentially 
life-saving option for the right 
patient, the review said. 

It also cautioned of the risks 
involved in bariatric surgery. 
Statistics point to a 0.3 percent 
risk of death, a five percent 
risk of intestinal obstruction 
and eight percent risk of an 
ulcer. 


CAIRO (AFP) - An Egyptian 
teacher who wears a niqab, or 
full face veil, has been sanc¬ 
tioned after cutting the hair of 
two girls in her class for not 
wearing a head veil, press re¬ 
ports said on Thursday. 

Residents of the southern 
city of Luxor "were angered 
after the teacher in a niqab cut 
the hair of two sixth-form stu¬ 
dents to oblige them to wear 
the veil,” independent daily 
Al-Shuruk reported. 

The father of one of the girls 
filed a formal complaint 
against the teacher, who said 
she has been wearing the niqab 
for five years and who was 
sanctioned with the loss of a 
month’s salary. 

Most Muslim women in 
Egypt cover their hair, but the 
full face veil is associated with 
the ultra-conservative Salafist 
school of thought.

US officials 
confirm tainted 
drug caused 
meningitis 

CHICAGO (AFP) - US 
health officials confirmed 
that the tainted drugs linked 
to an outbreak of meningitis 
did indeed contained the fun¬ 
gus which causes the infec¬ 
tion Thursday as the death 
toll rose to 20 people. 

The number of cases held 
steady at 257, including three 
joint infections linked to the 
contaminated steroid injec¬ 
tions, according to the latest 
update from the Centers for 
Disease Control and Preven¬ 
tion. 

Early tests had shown fun¬ 
gus in unopened medication 
vials produced by the New 
England Compounding Cen¬ 
ter (NECC) but it took time to 
confirm it was the type which 
causes the rare form of 
meningitis: Exserohilum ros- 
tratum. Health officials esti¬ 
mate that approximately 
14,000 patients in 23 states 
may have received the tainted 
steroids, which are typically 
injected into the spine to treat 
back pain. 

They have warned that an 
untold number more may be 
at risk after receiving other 
medications produced by the 
Massachusetts pharmacy in a 
factory lacking proper steril¬ 
ization procedures. 

The widening outbreak has 
led to calls for tighter regula¬ 
tion of the loosely controlled 
pharmaceutical compounding 
industry. 

Critics say drug manufac¬ 
turers have found a way to 
sidestep costly and strict 
oversight by classifying 
themselves as pharmacies, 
which are given freer rein to 
mix drug compounds for pa¬ 
tients. 

NECC has shut down its 
operations and recalled ah of 
its products in the wake of the 
outbreak. Criminal prosecu¬ 
tors searched the facility on 
Tuesday.

Barclays takes extra £700-mn 
hit from insurance mis-sell 


LONDON (AFP) - Barclays 
said yesterday it was setting 
aside a further £700 million 
($1.13 billion, 862 million 
euros) to compensate clients 
mis-sold insurance by the em¬ 
battled British bank. 

Barclays, which has re¬ 
cently suffered a boardroom 
shake-up after being rocked by 
the Libor interest rate-rigging 
scandal, said it was hiking its 


total bill from the insurance 
mis-selling saga to £2.0 bil¬ 
lion. 

The bank, which will an¬ 
nounce third-quarter results on 
October 31, added that ad¬ 
justed pre-tax profits, before 
exceptional items, would be 
"broadly in line with current 
market consensus of £1.7 bil¬ 
lion" for the three months to 
September. 


US weekly jobless claims 
head higher after startling fall 


WASHINGTON(AFP) - New 
claims for US unemployment 
insurance benefits were a high 
388,000 in the most recent 
week, the Labor Department 
said yesterday, reversing an 
unexpected sharp fall in the 
previous week. 

The new figure, covering 
the week to October 13, erased 
hopes from the previous 
week’s plunge that the US job 


market was improving and un¬ 
employment was on the way 
down. 

The new number for jobless 
claims, an indicator of the pace 
of layoffs in the economy, 
were 46,000 higher than the re¬ 
vised figure for the previous 
week, and back into the same 
range in which the data has 
held since the beginning of the 
year.

This de¬ 
cline was caused by an Afl. 8.9 
million drop in net foreign as¬ 
sets (excluding revaluation dif¬ 
ferences of gold and foreign 
exchange holdings), which was 
almost completely offset by an 
Afl. 7.9 million surge in net do¬ 
mestic assets to Afl. 2,086.0 
million at the end of July 2012. 
The rise in the domestic com¬ 
ponent of the money supply 
was associated mostly with an 
Afl. 6.5 million increase in 
non-credit related balance sheet 
items. Additionally, domestic 
credit grew by Afl. 1.4 million, 
caused by an Afl. 6.6 million 
rise in the claims of the banking 
sector on the private sector, re¬ 
sulting from increases in com¬ 
mercial loans and housing 
mortgages of, respectively, Afl. 
5.8 million (+0.5 percent) and 
Afl. 1.8 million (+0.2 percent) 
and a decline of Afl. 1.1 million 
(-0.2 percent) in consumer 
credit. On the other hand, 
claims of the banking sector on 
the public sector dropped by 
Afl. 5.2 million (-3.3 percent). 

The consumer price index 
(CPI) for July 2012 registered a 
0.4 percent increase, compared 
to the same month of 2011. The 
main drivers of this increase 
were housing, food, and restau¬ 
rant & hotels. Excluding the ef¬ 
fect of food and energy (which 
partly affects the housing and 
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transport components), the re¬ 
sulting core CPI showed a 0.7 
percent decrease compared to 
July 2011, brought about by de¬ 
creases in the index categories 
of clothing, household opera¬ 
tion and recreation & culture. 
The 12-month average inflation 
rate reached 4.4 percent in July 
2012. 

In July 2012, stay-over ar¬ 
rivals declined by 204 or 0.3 
percent to 80,866 visitors, 
compared to July 2011. This 
decrease was caused mainly by 
a decline of 3.6 percent, equal 
to 1,891 visitors, from North 
America. On the other hand, 
the Latin American market in¬ 
creased by 2,536 (+16.3 per¬ 
cent) to 18,087 visitors, com¬ 
pared to 15,551 visitors in July 
2011. 

The drop in travel from 
North America was due mainly 
to a decrease of 2,517 in the 
number of visitors from the 
United States, which was partly 
mitigated by 1,797 additional 
visitors from Canada. In Latin 
America, the Venezuelan and 
Argentinian markets showed 
rises in the number of visitors 
of, respectively, 1,841 and 593, 
while other Latin American 
countries registered drops in 
the number of stay-over visi¬ 
tors (i.e., Brazil with -413). The 
European market noted a slight 


reduction in the number of 
stay-over visitors of 266 or 3.2 
percent to 8,176, compared to 
July 2011. Apart from the de¬ 
cline of 291 visitors from the 
Netherlands, Italy also 
recorded a drop of 212 or 33.8 
percent to 415 visitors, com¬ 
pared to the same month of 
2011. In July 2012, cruise 
tourism bounced back signifi¬ 
cantly by registering a growth 
of 8,020 visitors (+156.0 per¬ 
cent) compared to July 2011, 
following two months of de¬ 
cline compared to a year ear¬ 
lier. The number of ship calls 
increased to 6 in July 2012 
compared to 4 in July 2011. 

In July 2012, tax revenue 
registered an increase of Afl. 
5.9 million or 8.3 percent to 
Afl. 77.4 million, compared to 
the same month of the previous 
year, due to surges in revenue 
from property tax and excises 
on beer of, respectively, Afl. 

4.3 million and Afl. 1.3 million. 
Growth was also observed in 
foreign exchange tax and 
turnover tax (BBO) of, respec¬ 
tively, Afl. 1.4 million to Afl. 

4.4 million and Afl. 0.7 million 
to Afl. 7.2 million. Overall, to¬ 
tal government revenue recor¬ 
ded a rise of Afl. 5.8 million or 
7.3 percent to Afl.

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Erotic and tragic, 
'Emmanuelle' actress 
Sylvia Kristel dies 



THE HAGUE (AFP) - Dutch 
actress Sylvia Kristel, whose 
iconic "Emmanuelle” role 
symbolised the sexual revolu¬ 
tion of the 1970s and who 
spent years fighting drug ad¬ 
diction, has died aged 60 after 
a battle with cancer. 

Kristel was catapulted to 
fame in 1974 aged just 22 by 
her first movie, "Emmanuelle" 
which recounted the erotic ad¬ 
ventures of a young woman in 
Asia. 

A worldwide success, the 
French film was shown in a 
cinema on the Champs-Ely- 
sees in Paris for 13 years, and 
seen by at least 350 million 
people around the world, but 
Kristel never learned to live 
with her fame. 

The image used in the 
film’s promotional poster of 
Kristel sitting semi-naked in a 
wickerwork Peacock chair is 
seared into the minds of a gen¬ 
eration of both men and 
women. 

With her short-cropped 
hair, innocent features and 
slender frame, she lured 
movie-goers with her "natural 
erotic attraction" and made 
"soft-core pornography ac¬ 
ceptable", Dutch media said, 

A series of sequels fol¬ 
lowed, also starring Kristel, 
with "Emmanuelle 2" in 1975, 
"Goodbye Emmanuelle" in 
1977 and "Emmanuelle 4" in 
1984. 


Kristel was born on Sep¬ 
tember 28, 1952 in Utrecht, 
where her parents ran a hotel 
near the train station. She re¬ 
lates in her autobiography 
how she was sexually abused 
at age nine by the hotel’s man¬ 
ager. 

Her parents sent her to a re¬ 
ligious boarding school age 11 
where she was described as a 
gifted pupil. But when she 
was 17 she turned to a career 
in modelling, winning the 
Miss TV Europe competition 
in 1973. 

Dutch film director Frans 
Weisz lamented Kristel's death 
on national television, but 
added: "Sylvia and happiness 
for me was always an odd 
combination." 

She played in several non¬ 
erotic films but was then 
forced to act in "Emmanuelle" 
sequences because of contrac¬ 
tual obligations. 

Kristel is survived by a son, 
Arthur, who she had in 1975 
with her then-husband Belgian 
author Hugo Claus, a man 24 
years her senior whom she de¬ 
scribed as a "father lover". 

Claus was "the father that I 
would have liked to have had 
and the lover that I had dreamt 
of." 

Kristel had a stroke follow¬ 
ing treatment for throat cancer. 
She was also suffering from 
liver cancer.

Butler took photos, 
videos of pope 

VATICAN CITY (AFP) - 
Vatican investigators have 
found photos and short 
videos of Pope Benedict XVI 
filmed with a mobile phone 
by his butler Paolo Gabriele, 
the Corriere della Sera daily 
reported online on Thursday. 

Gabriele was convicted by 
a Vatican court earlier this 
month of stealing confiden¬ 
tial documents from the the 
papal palace and leaking 
them to a journalist in an at¬ 
tempt to reveal fraud and in¬ 
trigue in the Vatican. 

Gabriele was sentenced to 
18 months in prison but is 
currently under house arrest 
in his Vatican apartment 
awaiting a possible pardon 
from the pope. 

If he has to serve his sen¬ 
tence, Gabriele cannot do so 
in the Vatican as the tiny state 
— the world’s smallest — has 
no prison and he would be 
transferred to an Italian 
prison under a diplomatic 
agreement between the two.

Haas joins 
500-win club 

VIENNA (AFP) - German 
veteran Tommy Haas cele¬ 
brated a piece of personal his¬ 
tory on Thursday when the 
former world number two be¬ 
came only the fourth active 
player to win 500 matches. 

The 34-year-old Haas, 
whose career has been 
plagued by injuries, reached 
the landmark by beating 
American Jesse Levine 6-4, 
6-2 in the Austrian Open sec¬ 
ond round. 

Florida-based Haas, ranked 
20 in the world, joins an elite 
group of active players made 
up of Roger Federer (871 
wins), Rafael Nadal (583) 
and Lleyton Hewitt (566) to 
reach the 500-win mark. 

The all-time leader is 
Jimmy Connors (1,243 wins) 
followed by Ivan Lendl 
(1,071), Guillermo Vilas 
(923) and John McEnroe 
(875). 

"I really want to reach 500 
wins, it was a goal for me at 
the start of the year. To do it 
means a lot. It's been such a 
hard road, I had to play some 
good tennis," said Haas, the 
champion in Vienna in 2001. 

"No one gives you any¬ 
thing on the ATP. And to do it 
here in Vienna where I won 
the title was spectacular.

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Boxing: Garcla-Morales rematch 
tops Brooklyn card

BROOKLYN (AFP) - Danny 
Garcia's light welterweight 
world title rematch with Erik 
Morales headlines a card of four 
title fights Saturday at Brook¬ 
lyn's new Barclays Center. 

Garcia, a 24-year-old from 
Philadelphia, who holds the 
World Boxing Association and 
World Boxing Council belts, 
earned a unanimous decision 
over Mexican star Morales 
when they met in March. 

He's coming off a fourth- 
round stoppage of ex-champ 
Amir Khan in July, which took 
his record to 24-0 with 15 
knockouts. 

Garcia said he knows he 
needs another stand-out per¬ 
formance to justify his billing 
on the higly anticipated card, 
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which will bring top-flight 
boxing back for the first time 
in decades to the New York 
borough of Brooklyn — birth¬ 
place of former heavyweight 
world champ Mike Tyson. 

"I always go for the knock¬ 
out," Garcia said. "The fans 
love it. That's what I do, I bring 
the knockout power. I defi¬ 
nitely expect to win. I've been 
training so hard. I'm too smart 
and I can't see myself losing to 
anyone anytime soon." 

Morales, a four-division 
champion with a record of 52- 
8 with 36 knockouts, naturally 
has other ideas. 

"We're totally prepared," he 
said. "We're very hurt over what 
happened in March and we 
have done everything possible 
to be ready for this Saturday." 

The venue will also be on 
show. The Barclays Center is 
the $1 billion home of the 
NBA's Nets as they relocate 
this season from New Jersey. 

It will stage the first major 
fights in Brooklyn since Au¬ 
gust 5, 1931, when Maxie 
Rosenbloom defeated Jimmy 
Slattery to retain the light 
heavyweight world title at 
Ebbets Field — the home of 
baseball's then-Brooklyn 
Dodgers that no longer exists. 

Brooklyn native Paulie Ma- 
lignaggi (31-4, 7 knockouts) 


will defend his WBA welter¬ 
weight world title against hard¬ 
hitting Pablo Cesar Cano 
(25-1-1, 19 knockouts). 

Unbeaten Peter Quillin (27- 
0, 20 knockouts) takes on un¬ 
beaten Frenchman Hassan 
N'Dam (27-0, 17 knockouts) 
for N'Dam's World Boxing Or¬ 
ganization middleweight world 
title and Devon Alexander 
challenges Randall Bailey for 
Bailey's International Boxing 
F ederation welterweight 
crown. 

Bailey and Alexander had 
been due to fight on September 
8, but Bailey hurt his back in 
training a week before the bout 
and it was postponed. 

Even if there had been time 
to find a replacement foe, 
Alexander wanted to take on 
Bailey, who won the vacant 
belt with a dramatic 11th- 
round knockout of Mike Jones 
in June. 

"I'm definitely excited to be 
coming to Brooklyn," said 
Alexander, a former junior 
welterweight world champion 
who brings a record of 23-1 
with 13 knockouts to the fight. 

"I was ready weeks ago to 
get this fight on... I'm definitely 
still ready and ready to become 
three-time world champion." 

Bailey, who boasts a record 
of 23-1 with 13 knockouts, 
says his back is just fine now. 
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FIFA: four Brazil stadiums enough to host 2013 Cup 


RIO DE JANEIRO (AFP) - 
Football's world governing 
body FIFA said Thursday 
four stadiums would suffice 
for Brazil to stage the 2013 
Confederations Cup in view 
of delays in readying the six 
arenas initially planned. 

"We need at least four, but 
we can use five or six," said 
Walter de Gregorio, FIFA's 
communications director, 
after meeting with the Brazil¬ 
ian 2014 World Cup organiz¬ 
ing committee (COF). 

He would not say how 
many stadiums FIFA plans to 
approve for the Confedera¬ 
tions Cup, a dress rehearsal 
for the World Cup, noting 
that number would be an¬ 
nounced in Sao Paulo on No¬ 
vember 8. 

On that day, details will 
also be announced regarding 
ticket sales, which are to 
begin on December 3, he 
added. 

FIFA will then decide on 
venues depending on 
progress made on stadiums in 
the northern cities of Recife 
and Salvador. 

There is concern about 
Recife's Pernambucana 
venue, which is only 64 per¬ 
cent completed eight months 
before the tournament 
opener. 


The Confederations Cup 
is to be held June 15-30, 
2013, in four confirmed 
cities: Rio de Janeiro and 
Brasilia, where the final and 
the opening games will be 
played respectively, as well 
as Belo Horizonte and Fort¬ 
aleza. 

This week, FIFA Secretary 
General Jerome Valcke Val- 
cke highlighted major delays 
in preparing the six Brazilian 
stadiums for next year's Con¬ 
federations Cup. 

"Few stadiums will be de¬ 
livered on time. Things need 
to be speeded up for the Con¬ 
federations Cup," said Val¬ 
cke, who was hospitalized in 
Rio late Wednesday for treat¬ 
ment of a urinary infection. 

FIFA demands that stadi¬ 
ums be ready at least one 
month ahead of time to con¬ 
duct tests on security, 
telecommunications and 
other areas ahead of the 
event. 

Meanwhile, Brazilian 
Sports Minister Aldo Rebelo 
reiterated Thursday that the 
six stadiums would be ready 
for next year's event. 

"Until the decision is an¬ 
nounced in early November, 
we are working on the as¬ 
sumption that six stadiums 
will be available," Rebelo 


Cycling: 

Armstrong's bike company 
dumps him 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - Trek, the company that made the bi¬ 
cycles Fance Armstrong rode to seven Tour de France titles, an¬ 
nounced Wednesday it was joining Nike and Anheuser-Busch in 
terminating its sponsorship contract with the disgraced rider. 

Armstrong was issued a life ban and stripped of his titles in 
August by the US Anti-Doping Agency (USADA), which last 
week revealed 1,000 pages of evidence against him, including 
testimony from 11 former teammates. 

"Trek is disappointed by the findings and conclusions in the 
USADA report regarding Fance Armstrong," a statement from 
the bicycle manufacturer said. 

"Given the determinations of the report, Trek today is termi¬ 
nating our longterm relationship with Lance Armstrong. Trek 
will continue to support the Livestrong Foundation and its efforts 
to combat cancer."
